Superintending school Committee 


PLAINFIELD. 


The School Committee respectfully submit the following 
report of the condition of the schools for the year ending 
the Ist of March 1878. 


District No. 1.—Leonarp D. Spautprna, Prudential 
Committee. Summer Term—Taught by Assin Hi. Apport, 
of Bridgewater Vt. This school was taught successfully. 
There appeared to’ be good order, correct pronunciation, 
and the scholars were thoroughly drilled in the elementary 
part. ee ai 
Fall Term—Taught by Etste J. Kennepy, of Bridgewater, 
Vt., who had equally good success. 


District No. 2.—Lewis 8. Jorpan, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Both terms were taught by Emma J. Hatt, of 
West Lebanon, who had her usual good success, — 


District No. 3.—Wwm. H. Pierce, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Summer Term—Taught by Acusa EK. Woop, of 


Lebanon, an experienced teacher. A particular feature of 


this school was the manner of conducting the recitations, 
attention and order always prevailing. 
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Winter Term—Taught by Harrie J. Hitpretu, of Cor- 
nish, and the school made some improvement. I wish to 
say that, in Reading, the scholars read altogether too fast, 
and not distinctly enough: they have not yet learned the 
bold manner of reading noticed in the other schools. The 
Spelling was bad. 


District No. 4.—Anspert K. Reap, Prudential Com. 
mittee. Summer Term—Taught by Harrie L. Wesreaare, 
of Plainfield, with her usual good success. ‘The school was 
badly broken up by sickness. 


Winter Term—Taught by Lucy M. Crougen, of Grantham, 
who gave good instruction and won the respect and esteem 
of all her scholars. 


District No. 5.—Cuaries N. Kenyon, Prudential 
Committee. Swnmer Term—Taught by Emma L. Cuapmay, 
of Plainfield, who seems tg have a faculty of getting her 
scholars interested in their studies. I noticed marked im- 
- provement, particularly in the primary classes, 


Winter Term—Taught by Francus A. Dantes, of Plain- 
fiéld. She labored hard for the welfare of the school and 
some of the scholars made good improvement. The Wri- 
_ ting Books were worth looking at, they being so clean and 
neat. Much better progress might be made in this school 
if the children were obliged to come every day. Who can . 
expect that a scholar can make much improvement if he is 
absent more than one third of the time ? 


District No. 6.—Gro. F. Avery, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer Term—Taught by Fannin G. Parricx, of 
Claremont. The term was short, and, owing to circumstan- 
ces which could not well be helped, the school was irregu- 
larly kept. She was an excellent instructor and the schol- 
ars showed good improvement. 


Winter Term—Taught by Emma L. Carman, of Plain- 


s 
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field. ‘There was regular attendance and the scholars 
showed good improvement. 


District No. 7.—Jzrrome Frencu, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Summer Term—Taught by Linna A. Torzert, of 
Kast Plainfield. This was her first attempt at teaching 
and it was a success and profitable to the district. 

Winter Term—Taught by Jamus FI’. Novus, of Meriden 
an experienced teacher. At the examination near the close 
of the school I was much pleased and interested in all the 
recitations, and noticed the promptness of the scholars in 
giving their answers. ‘This school, taken as a whole, has 
made as much progress during the past two years as any 
other school in Town. 


District No. 8.— Ratston Penniman, Prudential 
Committee. Summer Term—Taught by Atice M. Buan, 
of, Meriden, with fair success. 


Winter Term—Taught by J. F. Sanverson, his first term 
at teaching. He rather excelled in Arithmetic and there 
were some fine recitations in Geography. The Reading and 
Spelling might have been better. This school wants rous- 
ing up. 


District No. 9.—Jor, F. Raynsrorp, Prudential 
Committee. Summer Term—Taught by Avis E. Surman, 
of Meriden, an experienced teacher. This school showed 
good improvement but it might have shown better, had there 
been more regular attendance. 


Fall Term—Taught by Lavra F. Suerman. This term 
was short, owing to the ill health of the teacher. Did not 
visit it at the close. — 


Winter Term—Taught by Avis E. Suerman, of Meriden. 
This was well managed. I was pleased with the appearance 
of the school on my last visit. Heard Compositions read 
by some of the scholars that would do credit to a member 
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of K. U. A. Primary Department was taught by Mary L. 
SuerMAN, of Meriden—her first attempt at teaching. She 
won the confidence of her scholars, and good improvement 
was made. Great progress was made in Drawing and 
Writing. There was some smart Speaking, for small boys, 
at the close of the term. 


District No. 10.—Cuas. Corny, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer Term—Taught by Exiza L. Wurraxer, of 
Meriden. This was her first term and of course left room 
for improvement, but I consider it a good beginning. 

Fall Term—Taught by Mary Stocxwestt, of West Leb- 
anon. This school appeared well at the commencement. 
_I did not visit it but once and therefore could not note the 
advancement. ‘The Prudential Committee, however, spoke 
very flatteringly of it. 

Winter Term—Taught by M. M. Cunezttis, of Newport. 
The youngest teacher employed in Town. This was her 
first term and she discharged her duties faithfully. 


District No. 11.—Geo H. Miter, Prudential Com- 
mittee.— Fall Term—Taught by Pavtina S. MrurEr, of 
Meriden, who has abundant energy, and knows how to use 
it to advantage. In this school I have always found per- 
fect. order, attention to studies, and excellent recitations. 

Winter Term—Taught by Miss Louise A. Smiru, of 
Plainfield, an experienced teacher. She commenced the 
school with a good will, but her health failed, and WinsuR 
H. Powsrs, of Croydon continued it for a number 
of weeks. I found him to be a thorough disciplinarian. 


District No. 12.—Ws. Tosert, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Summer Term—Iris L. Saunpers, of North 
Grantham, commenced to teach, but sickness prevented her 
continuing her duties. 


Winter Term—Taught by Karz E. Waterman, of West 
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Lebanon, who brought to her task experience and energy. 
She knew her business, and gave herself to it with diligence. 
Wonld that we might have more traimed teachers. 


District No. 13. Awnsret P. Hows, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Winter Term—Taught by Franczs A. Hyps, of 
Lebanon with her accustomed ability. The school appear- 
ed well. 


District No. 14. Revzen T. Cross, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Summer Term—Taught by Harrie A. Hersey, 
of Meriden. ‘The term was very short. She is a thorough 
teacher, but the frequent absence of the scholars kills all the 
progress of this your school. : 


Fall Term—Taught by Mary E. Ciemenr, of Grantham. 
The scholars made fair improvement but the school suffered 
from Ng attendance, as usual. 


District No. 15. Daniez G. Stickney, Prudential 
Committee. Fall Term—Taught by Ira. V. Stowstt, of 
Unity, but he was taken down with a fever and Frank K. 
Stickney of Meriden, finished the term. This was his first’ 
experience asa teacher. He seemed to have a faculty for 
his business. There was some faultless reading, by the first 
class. The order was good and the progress in their studies 
was beyond my expectations. 


District. No. 16. Freeman Trow, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Summer Term—Taught by Fanniz E. Wurrmorg, 
of Cornish, her first term. She lacked knowledge of the 
best methods, but was faithful in her efforts and did some- 
thing for the benefit of the school. 


Fall Term—Taught by Lucy M. Croven, of Grantham. 
This is the smallest school in town. Was broken up con- 
siderably by sickness among the scholars, but those who 
attended showed marked improvement. : 
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Noticz.—I find that there are three different. kinds of 
Spellers used in some districts. It becomes neccessary to 
adopt some one of them to be used in this Town. I have 
had Recorded at the town Clerk’s Office, The Progressive 
Speller edited by Town & Holbrook, as the Book to be 
used in this Town. Would say that Hillard’s series of 
Readers—Guyot’s Geography and Greenleaf’s Arithmetic 
are extensively used in town, and persons purchasing books 
for their children would do well to get books like those used 
in schoolif they wish to have their children make much pro- 
gress in their studies. Where there are many kinds of 
text-books used in school the teacher cannot devote much 
time to any particular class. ’ 


District No. 7. Should have a new stove and some dry 
wood, and the teacher can devote more time to the scholars. 


District No. 9. Would find it economy to require the 
teacher to stay about the School-house during intermission. 


ONE OF THE BEST LESSoNs which can be learned in early 
life is submission to order and discipline. Without these no 
organization whatever can prosper. ‘The youth who is 
willing to occupy promptly and cheerfully the place assigned 
to him, has a good claim to success in life. He who is 
not willing to submit to restraint and discipline will find 
little encouragement in the world. Many doors of useful- 
ness and success will be closed to him. If he is determined 
to have his own way, he will surely find it, before long, a 
POOR WAY. 


Ivconstancy.—Why will parents allow their children to 
remain out of school for very trivial causes ? 


AtTENDANCE.—Tell me a school is regular in attendance 
- and it needs no further commendation. 


How TO PREVENT IMPROVEMENT.—If you do not wish 
to have your children make any improvement during the 
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term, you have only to indulge in sarcastic and disparag- 
ing remarks about the teacher and the school before your 
children, and you will find you have succeeded beyond 
your most sanguine expectations. 


Visiting Scuoots.—Many persons in town have not 
been into a school room while a school was in session, 
since they completed their education; still they pretend to 
know all about the condition of our sehools. 


PaRENTS, vist your Scuoot.—It will be. useful for 
parents to see with their own eyes how their children 
appear at school as well as at home. : 


Dutizs or Parznts.—Do not think your duty done 
‘when you have voted your money and elected your com- 
mittee. Parents owe a duty to scholar and teacher that 

the committee are unable to perform. 


Ie@norance.— One ignorant boy, man, girl or woman 
may be capable of bringing about much mischief and 
great disgrace to the town.
